NEW RUSSIAN COUNCIL. 


Members with German Names Being 
Replaced by Muscovites. 


PETROGRAD, Jan. 13.—What vir- 
tually amounts to an entirely new Coun- 
cil of Empire is being created today, the 
last day of the Russian year, by the 
annual appointment of new members: 
The general interest in the selections is 
intensified by the expéctation that many 
Russians with German names will no 
longer serve the empire in the capacity 
of councilor. 

It is practically certain that the new 
President of the Council will be Ivan 
Golouboff, and that the Vice Presidency 
will be given to Serge Manoukhine. Both 
these men are Ruagsians. The Council 
of Bmpire corresponds in importance to 
the American Senate, but in addition it 


wields certain powers which in, the 
United States. are vested in the Presi- 
dent and the Supreme Court. A number 
of its members are appointed by the 
Emperor, while the remainder are elect- 
ed by the Zemstvos.

ROME, Jan, 18 (Dispatch to The Lon- 
don Daily .News.)—According to a spe- 
cial police census, while the number of 
British, French and Russian residents 
In Italy has greatly diminished since 
the war began, the number of Austrians 
and Germans has considerably in- 
creased. 

It is estimated that there are now 
about 700,000, besides many naturalized

Idgho Senator Delivers Broadside | 3 
at Administration. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—The severest 
criticism of President Wilson’s ‘admin- 
istration yet heard in Congress was de- 
livered in the Senate today -by Mr. 
Borah of Idaho, a Progressive Repub- 
lican. Mr. Borah said that the Presi- 
dent’s references ‘at Indianapolis to 
‘men who should dare to break the 
solidarity of the Democratic team for 
any. purpose”’ ‘was precisely the argu- 
ment used by Tom Taggart to his Dem- 
ocratic followers in Indianapolis, eighty 
of whom yesterday pleaded guilty to 
charges of corruption. 

By his “virulent attack ’’ of the Re- 
Mr. Borah said, the 
President had announced that he chose 
the leadership of his party instead of 
the Chief Magistrate of -the nation. 
Mr.. Borah’s speéch was a formal re- 
ply to the President's Indianapolis ad- 
dress, although it Game as the sequence 
to a coloquy in which Mr. Williams of 
Mississippi had said that Mr. Wilson 
would not only be renominated in 1916, 
but would be re-elected, this time by a 
popular majority: That* brought Mr.

UNRAVELING THE WORELD’S MAR- 
KETS, 

Two nations wishing to-buy in the 
United States, or to pay bills for goods 
already bought, managed the business 
yesterday in different manners. China 
sent gold here. Russia arranged with 
pankers to pay its bills to the total} 
of. a lean placed with them. - Both 
side-tracked London,, and made a 
short route through New York, ‘Both 
operations are direct, not triangular, 
with,'London taking toll going and 
coming. London’s profits. on these 
matters ‘rest here, 

The international moratorium has 
worked in the same manner that the 
use of Clearing House certificates 
worked in our domestic exchanges. 
The suspension of the use of: gold, or 
gold equivalents, put New York out of 
domestic business as London is ‘now 
put out of ‘world business. \ When 
New York could not receive cash it 
could’ not. pay cash, and exchanges 
through _New York stopped. That 
now is. the position*not only of Lon- 
don. but of every financial centre in 
the world except New York. The 
fiction of gold payments is maintained 
generally, even where there are crimi- 
nal penalties against the: export of 
gold. Here payments in gold are un- 
doubted. We pay gold, and ‘gold must 
be*paid: to us, pr the business cannot, 
be done, unless something is. sub- 
stituted- equally good, in- our opinion. 
It ig this which makes the Russian 
operation more interesting than ‘the 
Chinese. There is little~ hope -of 
growth of trade by the use of gold. 
It is only by the \use of paper ‘ac- 
cepted as equal to gold that the 








The bankers have weighed Russia’s 
credit, they. have taken its. paper, 
and will enable Russia’to supply itself 
with goods. in this market more 
cheaply than it could in the manner 
of China, by paying gold. That is 
the first step in the, valuation of the 
payments the world sooner or later 
will make to us. in our own paper. 
The bankers did not take Russia's 
. paper to keep: Bankers are dis- 
tributers, not hoarders. , In their own 
time they will offer Russia’s paper 
| for sale in competition with American 
paper, that is, securities representing 
promises to pay either dividends or 
interest, Russia’s promise will be 
compared with the American promise, 
Vike with like, and the difference be- 
tween them will be expressed in thé 
prices relatively asked and taken. That 
final step will be the unlocking of the 
jworld’s credits and. the substitution 
of free markets and real: prices for 
limited -markets and nominal ‘values. 
The bankers will make the first val- 
uations; and they will be corrected by 
the valuations of the private investors, 
who will or who will not take whet 
the bankers offer.

A SHIPPER’S VIEWS ON. GOVERN- 
MENT SHIPPING, 

At the annual dinner of the Buffalo 
Chamber of Commerce the President 
of the Steel Trust, and one of the 
country’s largest exporters, made some 
remarks which recall what is being 
said at Washington about a Govern- 
mént merchant marine—by being so 
different. As a. representative of 
the’ best sort of business, and as 
a leader into foreign markets, ‘he 
wanted none of the things pressed’ 
upoh business by politicians. There 
is need of neutral shipping to carry 
American cargoes, but ‘it ought not 
and cannot be got by the passage of 
new laws. What is needed. is the re- 
peal of an old law which has, blocked 
the way for a half century, and which 
has hindered even American-owned 
ships from sailing under the American 
flag. “An early revising of our pres- 
“ent navigation laws is imperative if 
“we are to be successful in the estab- 
“lishment of an American merchant 
“marine of sufficient tonnage to cope 
“with our necessities.” Co-operation 
also is necessary, for foreign business 
is best done on a -considerable scale, 
and Mr, FaRRELL thought that those 
advantages could best be secured by 
uniting the interests of those who 
could do better together than sepa- 
rately. 

If the Government's prosecution of 
the Steel Corporation is successful Mr. 
FAaRRELL’s combination in restraint of 
trade must dissolve, and give up its 
ideas about showing the flag on the 
seas, It may be that Mr, FaRRetz will 
have harder work to keep out of jail 
than he has found ft to keep out of 
Congress.

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WHAT MAKES A VELVET? 


This Question Is in a Test Gase Be- 
fore the Appraisers. 


Testimony was taken ‘yesterday be- 
fore the Board of \General Appraisers 
in a test case brought by L. & B. Stirn 
to determine the classification under 
the Tariff Act of 1913 of. novelty bro- 
cade& or brocaded chiffons. The ques- 
tion at issue is of much interest: to the 
importing trade generally, and. at yes- 
terday’s hearing many merchants were 
present, either to give testimony or lis- 
ten to the evidence. 

The. goods are imported in the piece, 
and consist of a regular chiffon, ex- 
cept that there is a-brocaded effect on 
the surface’ which’ is formed by.a vel- 


vet. pile, being in. the design of flow- 
ers or leaves or some conventional or- 
nament, The design covers but a small 
part of the surface in either of the pat- 
terns. which were under spneidpra oo 
Collector Malone classified Abe gyoods 
as silk velvet, at the rate per 
cent. ad valorem, instead of at 45 per 
cent., as woven fabrics of silk, 

The importers’ witnesses, Messrs. 
Kridel, Mégret, and Lenz, testified that 
the term velvets as used commer ly 
applied only to fabrics in which the pile 
covered the surface of the fabric, either 
entirely or at least to 90 per cent. of 
its extent. Thé witnesses admitted that 
certain velvets used for tapestry pur- 
poses and known as brocaded velvets 
would be commercially a velvet, though 
they showed spaces on he . surface 
which were not covered by a pile. It 
was pointed out, however, that these 
flat ‘surfaces wére relatively. insignifi- 
pant compared to the pile-covered parts 
the fabric. 

At the. conclusion of the hearing the 
Government was allowed one month to 
consider whether it would offer ‘testi- 
mony ainst the impofters’ contention.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Decision on Cotton Jacquards Fol- 
lows the Earlier One. 


Strawbridge & Clothier, Philadelphia, 
were sustained yesterday by the Bogrd 
of General Appraisers in the claim that 
cotton table damask made on the Jac- 
quard loom is properly dutiable at 25 
-per cent. ad valorem under Paragraph 
263, Tariff Act of 1918, which provides 
for these goods by name. . The Collector 
returned the merchandise for duty at 30 
per cent, ad valorem under Paragraph 
258 as ‘‘ Jacquard figured manufac- 
turers of cotton.’” Judge Cooper, fol- 
lowing an earlier decision affeeting the 
same class of goods, holds that the 
paragraph under which the importers 
claim duty is more specific than the 
Jacquard provision and sustained the 
protest. It is expected that the board 
will continue to sustain ‘protests of this 
kind unless the Customs Court, in the 
test case before it, reverses the lower. 
tribunal.

The call b¥ the Mexican Government 
for an extraordinary meeting of the 
shareholders of the National Railways 
of Mexico, in Mexico Cjty, for Feb. 20, 
assumed greater importance yesterday |*t 
because of well-founded reports re- 
ceived. here that the railways would 
soon be turned back to the Directors. 
The railways, according to thé reports, 
will be formally transferred by the Gov- 
ernment before the ‘day set for the spe- 
cial. meeting. 

In the Huerta régime the Government, 
while assuming some direction of the 
railway. properties in Mexico, did not 
presume to control them. Thée-National 
Railways Company continued to carry 
on its business with regularity. The 
Huerta, Government sought in every 
way to facilitate the meeting of ex- 
penses, and on séveral occasions ar- 
ranged for payments of interest on 


bonds in script, Last August, however, 
Carranza seized the property.
